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Sierra Madre Police raid residence; 
find nearly 50 grams of rock cocaine 


Sierra Madre Police arrested four individuals at 
383 W. Grandview Saturday, Sept. 28 at about 3:30 
p.m., following a drug raid led by Agent John 
Cordischi. 

Cordischi and Officer Lori DeHoff, assisted by 
Sgt. Larry Lutzow and Officer Lance Long, the 
latter two in plainclothes, surrounded the home, 
knocked on the door to announce the search warrant 
in hand, and after a period of time the door was 
opened by the owner of the home, Nancy Marquart, 
44, of Sierra Madre. 

The officers ultimately found 46 rocks and 54 
smoking pipes in the raid, which amounted to 
approximately 50 grams of rock cocaine. 

They also arrested Ronald Camposeco, 21, 
of Los Angeles, originally from Guatemala, for pos¬ 
session for sale; Douglas Candelaria, 35, of Sierra 
Madre for possession of stolen property; and Yvonne 
Bernal, 32, of Duarte, who had traffic warrants 
against her. 

Marquart was not transported to jail because of 
health problems; however, the others were taken in 
an Arcadia Police van to Sierra Madre jail that after¬ 
noon. Filed against Marquart was cocaine posses¬ 
sion and possession of paraphernalia as well as main¬ 


taining a place where narcotics were used. Cande¬ 
laria is allowed no bail because of a warrant of 
a prior case. Camposeco’s bail was $10,000. 

Drifter, the dog trained to sniff out drugs, came 
from the Arcadia Police Department with her hand¬ 
ler, Officer Toni Caylor, and the animal quickly 
pointed toward the toilet in the bathroom. Sgt. 
Lutzow opened the tank and found one rock at the 
bottom. Inspection later in the afternoon uncovered 
the rest of the illegal drugs. 

The News, invited by the police to observe the 
raid, found a home where sheets covered the windows, 
mattresses on the floor served as beds. When two 
large jars filled with cigarette lighters were found, 
police replied that they were used to ignite cocaine 
rocks so they can be smoked. “They go through a 
lot of lighters,” Lutzow said. 

Cordischi said, “The home at 383 W. Grand¬ 
view has been a thorn in our side for about 15 years. 
We hope that the judicial department will take pro¬ 
per action to bring this problem to a close. Neighbors 
up there have been up in arms for years. I hope we’ve 
solved their problems so they can have a peaceful 
neighborhood once more. If we wouldn’t have had

Bigelow bitten while jogging; 
police search for German shepherd 


Sierra Madre Police are urging the owner 
of a black and brown German Shepherd, prob¬ 
ably living in the vicinity of Olive and Auburn, 
to come forth with the dog since the animal 
bit Ron Bigelow of Sierra Madre at that location 
while he jogged. 

The accident happened on Sunday, Sept. 
22, at about 8:30 p.m. 

Bigelow said, “He was not a tire biter but 
a thigh biter,” since the dog turned around and 
bit him in his left thigh. 

“He barked at me when 1 was running and 
ran for me. 1 stopped and at that moment he 
bit me. I confronted the dog and he backed off, 
then took off. Nobody in the area knew whom 
the animal belonged to,” Bigelow reported. 


He went home, cleaned the wound, then 
filed the report with the police on Monday, the 
next day, and saw a doctor. The doctor told 
him that there were very few rabid animals but 
that the dog should be found, just in case. 
The specialist told him that within 10 days, 
Bigelow would not be feeling well if the dog 
were rabid. 

The police also urged finding the dog even 
though they don’t expect the dog to be rabid. 
They said that the person whose dog bit Bigelow 
may not know that the dog was out on that 
Sunday evening. 

If anyone sees a dog by that description 
running loose he or she should contact the police 
immediately at 355-1414.

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Fire myths 
and facts 

Many myths about fire are per¬ 
petuated by television shows and movies. 
Approximately 5000 people die in fires 
every year, according to the Safety 
Center. National Fire Prevention Week, 
Oct. 6-12, sponsored by the United States 
Fire Administration, the Safety Center 
and other organizations, is designed to 
eliminate the myths with fire prevent- 
tion education. 

The misconceptions people have 
about fires could mean the difference 
between life and death. The following 
are some myths about fire and the facts 
that could save a life: 

Myth: A person can see by the light 

Fact: During a fire, a room can fill 
up with thick, black smoke in a matter 
of seconds. 

Myth: It takes a long time for a fire 
to spread. 

Fact: Fire spreads quickly. In five 
minutes a home can be engulfed in 
flames. 

Myth: A person has time to gather 
keepsakes. 

Fact: During a fire, smoke inhala¬ 
tion can make a person pass out in less 
than two minutes. 

Myth: A fire’s heat isn’t life- 

threatening. 

Fact: The air can become so hot it 
can sear your lungs, not letting a person 
breathe. Clothes may fuse to the body. 
Steps for Fire Prevention 
Installing smoke detectors and test 
them monthly; also replace the batteries 
twice a year. In addition, people should 
devise and practice a fire escape plan, 
especially with children. Special atten¬ 
tion should also be given to older adults 
who may have difficulty escaping. 

If caught in a fire get low to the 
ground and crawl to the nearest exit. 
Check all doors as high as possible by 
reaching with the back of the hand. 
If the door feels cool, open it and go 
out, and close the door. Once outside, 
call the fire department and go to the 
designated family meeting spot.

Carrottop revisited,,.

...More about the Creche and the problems 
of keeping it up... 

One would think that this would be suffi¬ 
cient for one project and that lightning would 
not strike for the second time. But, alas, again 
in the early part of December, the year I do 
not remember but think was about 1975, 
disaster struck again. Sierra Madre was blessed 
with one of the fiercest Santa Anas that I can 
ever recall. Christmas bells were blown from 
the light posts and sent flying down the boule¬ 
vard, some of them ending up in Arcadia, and 
of course, the Creche received its full share of 
the tremendous blow with figures, straw and 
parts of the building likewise going down the 
boulevard. 

Two employees of the Sierra Madre News 
made a valiant try to save the figures. What 
they did retrieve was carried back to the news¬ 
paper office until the wind subsided and again, 
crippled, torn and some pieces missing. Gordon 
again assembled the Creche for Christmas, 
making do with what was left. He was able 
to make some repairs to the salvaged figures, 
glueing pieces back together but they were in 
pretty bad shape. 

It was either 1978 or 1979 that the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, under the presidency of 
Carrie Borden, decided to have a fund drive 
to replace the tattered and worn figures. Sam 
Tesoro and Marie Hartley were chosen as 
chairman and co-chairman to raise the necessary 
funds to make the purchase. While the fund 
drive was in progress members of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Department, under the 


leadership of John Buchan built a new building 
to house the Creche. The building was of 
heavier construction so that it could not be 
blown away as easily. 

The Creche Fund Drive was held in the 
vicinity of Easter and the citizens pitched in 
and in a matter of six weeks had donated 
enough money for the project. It was a great 
day when the manufacturer was contacted and 
it was found that enough had been raised not 
only to replace the old figures, but replace 
them with a larger size and a few more animals 
than before. It seems to me that the cost was 
close to $3000 with the freight paid. Enough 
money was left over to buy fencing and acces¬ 
sories needed to complete the Creche. 

Today, although Gordon Baker Lloyd is 
no longer with us, the Creche is still assembled 
shortly after Thanksgiving and ready for the 
public around Dec. 1. And, of course, the 
Candlelight Walk has been added to become 
part of the Creche tradition. Gordon would be 
pleased. 

I don’t remember when Gordon though of 
the idea of having one of our local children 
place the baby Jesus figure in the Creche. I 
do remember that my youngest daughter, 
Robin, was the first child to do so and there 
have been many since. I also remember that 
the cross he salvaged from the burned out 
Creche was used by him as a part of the Easter 
Sunrise Service decorations he did for many 
years under the sponsorship of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 1 wonder what happened to that 
cross.

A membership investment sales 
campaign has been approved by the chamber 
board of directors. 

Recent failure of the proposed business 
improvement district proposal has triggered an 
immediate invitation to all Sierra Madre- 
based retail/service, professional, industrial 
business owners as well as commercial property 
owners to invest in the local chamber. 

An anonymous donor has agreed to match 
up to $15,000 in new chamber membership 
subscriptions. To be matched, new investments 
must be received by November 11. 

In return for the matching funds, the donor 
asks that a good faith effort be made by the 
business community to implement an effective 
downtown management organization with at 
least a part-time staff. 

The current chamber board’s intent is to 
maintain downtown revitalization programs 
while implementing activity beneficial to pro¬ 
fessional, service and industrial business owners. 


Sufficient volunteers are not available to 
conduct a one-on-one sales effort. The cam¬ 
paign will be conducted by mail. 

A minimum membership investment of 
$100 is being requested. Existing members 
who have paid $85 or less are asked to upgrade 
their investment with an additional check. 

The 1991-92 budget proposal does not in¬ 
clude a full-time manager. Minimum fixed 
expenses, including part-time staff, office rent, 
insurance and payroll taxes are $23,180. 

A projected total income of $50,000 in¬ 
cludes: the remaining $13,000 CRA commit¬ 
ment; $15,000 in new membership investments; 
the matching funds; fund-raising income, and 
the chamber’s existing bank balance. 

That leaves $26,820 to be used for specific 
programs. 

When Main Street and the chamber merged 
in January of this year, it was agreed that all 
board seats would be open for election to start 
the 1992 program year. It will be the responsi¬ 
bility of the new board to determine what 
specific programs the general chamber member¬ 
ship wants funded. 

Simply put, the existing leadership is mak¬ 
ing a sincere effort to involve as many pre¬ 
viously uninvolved people as possible. 

Included in the mailing is a “Program 
Interest Survey.” It is an opportunity for the 
business community to spell out the kind of 
activities, both general and specific, they want 
their membership investment dollars and per¬ 
sonal volunteer time devoted to. 

The direction and immediate future of the 
Sierra Madre Chamber will be substantially 
determined by the results of the membership 
investment sales campaign now underway.

/.ora Neale Hughston 
is believed to have been 
born in Eatonville, 
Fla. in 1901. She was 
the fiery daughter of a 
minister and a school 
teacher and a wonder of 
.self-confidence. When 
she met prejudice, she 
was merely astonished - 
“How can anybody deny 
themselves the pleasure of 
my company?” At 14 
she left her family to be 
a wardrobe girl with a 
Gilbert and Sullivan 
troupe. Hughston put 
herself through school 
with a number of odd 
jobs and with support 
from white patrons who 
were struck by the crea¬ 
tive story telling of the 
young black girl. 

She began to write, and 
her stories won prizes. 
She accepted a scholarship 
to Barnard College to 
study anthropology. In 
the ’30s she began to 
be published and her 
books told stories of poor 
people in the South, 


black mostly, as it hanjens, 
but living in a world 
and a culture essentially 
their own. 

When Richard Wright 
and Ralph Ellison and 
their protests against 
discrimination took the 
spotlight, she continued 
her own fascination with 
the distinctive lives and 
folk tales of her own 
people, and her novels, 
“Jonah’s Gourd Vine,” 
‘ Their Eyes Were Watch¬ 
ing God” and her folk¬ 
lore study, “Tell My 
Horse” were thrown into 
shadow. 

After 1948 she pub¬ 
lished only articles and 
died in poverty, after a 
stroke, in 1960. She is 
now considered one of the 
great figures in Afro- 
American literature.

keep. Hughston’s story 
(or is it the actors?) show 
the jazzy surface of a 
haunting loneliness in an 
unfriendly world. 

Dramatizing well- 
written short stories al¬ 
ways has the problem 
of dispensing with care¬ 
fully written, evocative 
narrative. In this adap¬ 
tation, as in the readers- 


theater version, the narra¬ 
tive is provided by color¬ 
ful story tellers as the 
actors illustrate and, of 
course, become the 
characters. 

Having seen the readers- 
theater version. I’m not 
sure that the full drama¬ 
tization adds much, good 
as it is. I suppose that 
the larger audience at the 
Taper need to see more 
than six actors on stools - 
and the stories deserve a 
wide audience, as does 
Hughston’s acceptance 
of Southern blacks as 
just people, with the 
problems and rueful hu¬ 
mor of people plus a 
colorful way of expressing 
them - so colorful and 
highly styled that hyper¬ 
sensitive apologists might 
cry “stereotype” at any 
but a black author. 

“Spunk” is a glimpse 
into another world, per¬ 
formed with great skill 
by Reggie Montgomery, 
Kevin Jackson, Damita 


Vance and Stanley Wayne 
Mathis (to be replaced 
after Oct. 6 by Bruce 
Beatty). 

Ann Duquesnay and 
Chic Street Man provide 
narration, background 
music and some good 
belting songs. 

Perhaps most remark¬ 
able is adapter and di¬ 
rector George C. Wolfe 
whose productions for 
the Taper have included 
the wildly popular “The 
Colored Museum,” seen 
on PBS, and last season’s 
colorful “Jelly’s Last 
Jam” which is slated for 
Broadway in the spring. 
He sees black culture with 
an appreciative eye as 
fascinatingly distinctive 
but essentially universal 
in its motivations and its 
revelations of the human 
family.

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Orange Grove residents 
decry CounciFs change in street 


After the Sierra Madre City Council passed the 
resolution to go ahead with Orange Grove Ave. de¬ 
sign concept at last week’s meeting. Orange Grove 
residents have responded negatively. 

They point to the Bill of Particulars, also passed 
as Exhibit B, as “too vague, doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing, isn’t concrete at all.’’ 

Exhibit B is as follows: 

1. No significant widening of the present 
roadway. To the extent possible the existing curb 
line and flow lines will be respected. Where edge 
of roadway has no curbs, the curbs shall be installed 
in accordance with the final design as reviewed and 
approved. It is acknowledged that the final design 
may result in modifications to the existing condi¬ 
tions. 

2. No destruction of any substantial tree 
along the roadway. The current design concept 
identifies seven trees, five of which are palms. 
The final design will clearly define the impact on 
these trees as to their relocation and/or loss. 

3. No adverse alteration of the essentially 
rustic character of the existing street. The 
final design of the street profile, cross sections, and 
curbs and gutters will define the extent that this 
guideline has been fulfilled. The designs may differ 
within each jurisdiction in the joint project. 

4. No radical grading changes. The final 
design, as above, has the assurances of item number 
four. 

5. Implementation of appropriate traffic 
control devices that will serve to prevent in¬ 
creased speed of traffic on the improved road¬ 


way. Subject to the reviews and findings required 
at least one boulevard stop sign will be placed after 
completion of the project. 

Orange Grove residents, remembering that only 
Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams voted no, say they 
believe the Arcadia City Council “intimidated” the 
Sierra Madre Council. They also say that these five 
points will be followed “to the extent possible,” 
according to Sierra Madre Council. 

They go on to note that the center line of the 
eastern roadway is to be shifted two feet north be¬ 
tween Oak Meadow and Monte Vista. West Orange 
Grove is to be widened from two to six feet through¬ 
out its length with about half the roadway to under¬ 
go the six-foot widening and half of the widening 
to be on the north side of the street. 

That information is lifted out of Exhibit A. 

The Orange Grove residents are afraid that the 
plan will be drawn up and passed off as mutually 
acceptable, then months and dollars later the local 
council will be pressured to accept the plan, which is, 
in effect, Arcadia’s plan. 

Orange Grove residents are also afraid that 
their road will become a thoroughfare without dips, 
will be widened, will be removed of trees, and they 
will have no voice in its destruction. 

Sierra Madreans living on Orange Grove ask, 
“How much will the county charge to draw up plans 
$50,000? If the plans are drawn at that much, and 
our council balks, Arcadians will raise heck. They 
will be under great pressure to accept the Arcadia 
plan.” They go on to say that maybe Sierra Madre 
council is being led “into a box.”

Hotel guests should practice fire safety 


Fires don’t take a vaca¬ 
tion. While in a hotel 
people still need to pre¬ 
pare for an emergency 
escape. 

Find the two nearest 
exits, and count the 
number of doors to these 
exits. If the hallway 
fills with smoke, a per¬ 
son may have to feel their 


way around. 

Practice locking and 
unlocking the hotel room 
door, even in the dark, 
locate the fire alarm 
nearest the room. If 
fire breaks out, don’t 
open the door unless it 
feels cool. Use stair¬ 
ways - not elevators - to 
escape from the building. 
If a person can’t get out. 


iDormitory Safety 


Although most college 
and university officials 
spend a lot of time ex¬ 
plaining required courses, 
they usually don’t talk 
about - or offer - Safety 
101. Unfortunately, 
dormitory safety is an 
issue that college students 
cannot ignore. 

The following safety 
tips can help students 
avoid danger in the dorm¬ 
itory: 

Be sure it’s fire safe. 
Make sure smoke detectors 
are mounted in lobbies, 
stairca.ses, hallways and 
individual rooms. 

Look for emergency 
exits that are easily ac¬ 
cessible and well-marked. 
All corridors, stairways 
and walkways should be 
sufficiently lighted at 
night. 

Make sure fire emer¬ 
gency procedures are 
posted in each sleeping 
room. 

The door leading to 
the outside should never 
be locked from the in¬ 
side. In the event of a 
fire, residents need to be 
able to exit the building 
from every door. 


Ask dorm admini¬ 
strators if they have 
periodic fire drills. 

The dorm should be 
intruder safe. Look for 
solid doors with hinges 
on the inside to prevent 
easy removal. When 
coupled with regular locks, 
deadbolt and chain locks 
can fortify doors, l.ower- 
level windows, as well as 
windows near fire escapes 
and balconies, need de¬ 
vices that prevent entry 
from the outside. 

Only a resident with a 
key or a key card should 
have access after hours. 

Is attendant present at 
the front desk all night? 
In case of emergency, this 
person could be a vital 
link to help and could 
deter intruders. Ask if 
a security guard patrols 
the dorm at night. 

The gounds that sur¬ 
round the dorm should 
be well-lighted. 

If the parking lot is 
full, where do residents 
park? Students should 
not be faced with a long 
walk at night to get to 
the dorm.

the help of neighbors in that area, we’d have had 
a hard time solving the case and gaining evidence in 
this case. Three cheers for Sierra Madreans.” 

Sgt. Lutzow said The News was invited “to 
make citizens aware of what actions we’ll take in 
the future on rock houses in the city.” 

Cordischi filed in court Monday afternoon 
against the three who were held. Then the Pasadena 
district attorney will send the case to Municipal Court 
for the preliminary hearing. It will go on to Superior 
Court for trial. 

“We’ve had problems concerning drugs with 
that location for 15 years. In July of 1991 we 
arrested a local person leaving the place with cocaine. 
On Aug. 1, the location was raided by the department 
of Sheriffs on a search warrant. A minimum amount 
of narcotics was found then,” Cordischi told The 
News.

Wagner receives Medal 
of Valor for rescue 


Officer Rick Wagner, 
an Arcadia High School 
graduate in the Class of 
’69, recently received the 
Medal of Valor from the 
Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment. 

On Dec. 16, 1990, this 
officer responded to a 
fire in the Jordan Downs 
Housing project in Watts, 
'^nly to learn that a child 
was trapped inside a burn¬ 
ing building. Without 
fire protective clothing, 
he was soaked with wa¬ 
ter before he ran through 
flames to search for the 
child. Wagner reports 
that it took almost 10 
minutes to find the 6- 
year old youngster be¬ 
cause of the fire and 


smoke; however, she was 
found and has survived 
the ordeal. 

Wagner suffered first 
degree burns to his face 
and ear in his first fire 
rescue in a 19-year ca¬ 
reer with the LAPD; how¬ 
ever, he gained recogni¬ 
tion in another incident 
in 1987 when he climbed 
to the top of the Vin¬ 
cent Thomas Bridge to 
talk a potential suicide 
victim out of taking the 
jump. For that he re¬ 
ceived the Police Star 
and made the television 
news. 

Now a Huntington 
Beach resident, Wagner 
is the son of Arcadia 
resident June Wagner.
